Wildlife Service vs 

Reproduced in a recent issue wai? a letter 
from Harrison F. Lewis, Chief of the Canadian Wild¬ 
life Service at Ottawa, to the secretary of the Vulcan 
and District Board of Trade. The letter is a reply to 
the resolution recently sent in by the Board of Trade 
asking for the easing of restrictions on duck shooting 
in this area in order to prevent total destruction by 
ducks of the crops still in the fields in this area. 

The protection of wildlife is Mr. Harrison’s job, 
of course, but we thinlc he should trouble himself to 
learn a little more about the other side of the picture 
when he starts dealing with complaints about crop 
damage by the ducks he seems so anxious to protect. 

In the Vulcan-Lomond area alone this year, loss 
to farmers by ducks eating and threshing-out swathed 
crops is already well over $100,000.00. This amount 
may seem “peanuts” to an Ottawa official, but to 
farmers who have seen their yields considerably re¬ 
duced by duck damage it is a matter not so lightly 
dismissed. 

Mr. Harrison calls for “mutual adjustment” to 
meet the problem and suggest that if grain is harvest¬ 
ed earlier there will be less opportunity for ducks to 
damage it. This statement rates a laugh, if nothing 
else. For the past few months even the Eastern papers 
have carried stories of how the almost continuous 
rains of the fall months slowed up the ripening of the 
grain and prevented normal harvesting operations, 
not only in Alberta but in other parts of the west. 
The weather cannot be controlled. LengthjflAibe duck 
season and restrictions on shooting can fjgHppged 
with little trouble.

Divine Headquarters

Many times people have asked the question: 
‘Where are the headquarters of the Churches of 
# Christ?" And when the answer, ‘Tn Heaven,” is 
returned, they say, "We mean earthly headquart¬ 
ers. The only answer which can be given is that 
there is none. 

The Church of Christ, composed of all Chris¬ 
tens from the day of Pentecost, A.D. 34, until 
today, is headed by its founder and builder, Jesus 
Christ. Such passages as Ephesians 1:22-23 and 
Colossians 1:17-18 testify that “He is the head 
of the body ; the church.” This church, says Acts 
20:28, He purchased with His own blood. Because 
Christ returned to heaven ten days prior to its 
beginning and has never since been on earth it is 
impossible that its headquarters can be on earth, 
seeing that its head has never been here during 
its existence. 

When the apostle Paul wrote to the church 
at Rome he greeted them on behalf of the 
“churches of Christ.” His reference is to the local 
congregations of the Christian churches of his 
day. They were numerous and appeared in near 
ly every city of the Roman empire. Each was a 
local Identity and guided by the head through 
the inspired aposties. There was no organization¬ 
al bond, only a spiritual affinity, between them. 
As recorded in 1 Thessalonians 2:13 the words 
of the apostles were received as the Word of God. 
Their teachings and the teachings of Christ were 
received as the only rule, pattern, and example to 
be followed. Their judgements were not question¬ 
ed, and although sometimes the reason for some 
commands were not known they were obeyed 
without dispute. 

The growth of each congregation and the 
establishment of new ones was spontaneous. Acts 
8:4 states that the early Christians, all of them, 
“went everywhere preaching the word.” As a re¬ 
sult churches of Christ sprang^ up all over the 
ancient world, and because they Were not human¬ 
ly and physically organized their number could 
not be counted by men. It was a spontaneous 
movement which was carried to every creature 
under heaven. (Colossiana 1:23). 

And so it is with the churches of Christ to¬ 
day. They ate local identities. The number of 
them grows spontaneously throughout the whole 
world, and since there is no physical tie between 
them, only the love of Christ, the number of 
them no man knows. Every church is free to fol¬ 
low the teachings of Christ as directly directed by 
the Divine Head through the writings of His 
Holy men, to call her own ministers, and to run 
her own affairs. 

I he facts recorded by the apostolic historians 
are believed, the commands and instructions of 
the Divine record arc obeyed without dispute to 
the fullest capabilities, and joy is experienced in 
expectation of the Divine promises. Beyond this? 
tine democracy is cherished and honored, and 
the sober reminder of Paul is continually held 
forth: “For freedom did Christ set you free. Be 
not entangled again in *the yoke of bondage."

Every so often, it appears to U3, it’s good bus¬ 
iness to point out to residents of this area the many 
advantages of trading at home; these advantages 
should be obvious to anyone who gives the matter 
any consideration at all but too often the weight of 
high-pressure advertising in city dailies becloud the 
issue to the point where the customer is left in some 
doubt on the matter. The person who buys a spool of 
thread at home but goes to the city for a suit of 
clothes is hurting his home town merchant—he is al¬ 
so cutting his own throat. The merchant can’t make 
a living and stay in business selling the odd spool of 
thread; when he folds up the customers faced with 
the necessity of going to the city for even the minor 
purchases which are made from day to day and when 
that happens the customer soon loses all the so-called 
"savings” made on the larger purchases. The same is 
true of almost any line of commerce—the tradesman 
is performing a service for his customers which war 
rants all the support he can get from those customers. 
Along the same line, the more business done by the 
merchant the larger and more varied the stock he can 
carry—again to the advantage of the customer. We’re 
well acquainted with the old argument: “I was going 
to the city anyway and picked up the goods en route”. 
However that argument ignores entirely the fact that, 
if local merchants do not get support of their territory 
the customer will have to make many trips to the city 
solely in order to purchase supplies—and the cost of 
that kind of travelling is no insignifeant item in the 
total price paid for the goods. 

Local trading is not a one-way street: it is car¬ 
ried on for the mutual benefit of merchants and cust-
